LONDON, May 22.—(#)—Amelia 
Earhart Putnam, smiling lone flyer 
of the Atlantic, flew from London- 
derry, northern Ireland, te London 
today, landing in a terrific thunder- 
storm at Hanworth airdrome to com- 
plete her oversea trip from New York. 

“I don’t mind the rain,” she said 
in the downpour in which she arrived.

Only a few, 
including a delegation from the Amer- 
ican embassy, headed by Ambassador 
Andrew W. Mellon, were on hand at 
Hanworth when the slim, blonde flyer 
arrived in a borrowed plane from 
Ireland, where she ended her ocean 
flight yesterday. 

Earlier in the day Ambassador Mel- 
lon had telegraphed a message to her, 
expressing his admiration of her 
achievement and inviting her to come 
to the embassy and be the guest of

VIGO, Spain, May 22.—(4)—The 
12-motored flying boat DO-X dropped 
here tonight at 7:40 p. m. (2:40 p. m. 
eastern standard time) for an over- 
night stop on its flight from the Unit- 
ed States to Lake Constance, Switzer- 
land. 

The German seaplane was greeted 
by .huge Sunday crowds as she cir- 
cled the city several times before 
alighting in the harbor.

Mussolini Voices Pant 
- Recent Tragedy. 


BY FRANCIS REA. 

ROME, May 
rating the first congress of the world's 
ocean fliers, Premier Renito Musgso- 
lini today paid tribute to the air 
heroes of many countries antl express- 
ed deep sympathy for Colonel Charles 
A. Lindbergh. 
“I regret. the absence of that noble 
hero. Colonel Lindbergh,” the ‘ fascist 
premier said as he stood beneath a 
huge statue of Julius Caesar. “I am 
sure the hearts of, all present are 
beating in sympathy with his.” 

The air heroes, who gathered here 
while Amelia Earhart Putnam was 
flying alone across the north Atlan- 
tic, met in Julius Caesar hall, sitting 
around a long table. The first ses81011 


) was attended by the diplomatic corps, 


members of the government and other 
dignitaries who joined about 100 avi- 
ators at the congress. Miss Earhart 
is expected to arrive here in the next 
few days. 

Mussolini entered and greeted thé 
fliers with the fascist salute. After 
officials of Rome had welcomed them, 
they arose and stood for one inute 
in silent tribute to George res, 
trans-Atlantic flyer, and Julius’ Bit- 
tay, ahother Hungdtrian pilot, who 
were ‘killed yesterday in a crash at 
the Littorio airport. 

“IT am joyous in seeing so many 
! heroes of so many countries gathered 
in this glorious hall of the Eternal 
City, ’ Mussolini said. “But our joy 
is dimmed by the tragic disappearance 
of Endres and Bittay. We salute 
their memory with a virile spirit and 
extend an. affectionate expression of 
solidarity to the whole Magyar na- 
tion.” 

The premier said he was gratified 
that all nations successful ‘in trans- 
ocean flying’ were represented at the 
congress by a handful of heroes who. 
through their courage and skill and 
efficiency, led the way for many com- 
rades of the air later to open new 
vistas for aviation. 

“The sacfifice of fliers whose ef- 
forts were unsuccessful was not in 
vain,” he said. | ‘They are present in 
our spirit now.’ 

Arthur W. Brown, of the famous 
British team of Alcock and Brown, 
which trossed from Newfoundland to 
Ireland in 1919, replied to the pre- 
mier, thanking the Italian officials 
for their reception. 

The visiting fliers also marched to 
the tomb of the Unknown Soldier and 
were loudly cheered by crowds on the 
streets. 

The United States was represented 
at the congress by George Haldeman, 
Hugh Herndon and Harold Gatty. 
Other noted fliers present were Sir 
Hubert Wilkins, the Australian ex- 
plorer; Dieudonne Costes and Mau- 
rice Bellonte, of France, and Admiral 
Coutinho, of Portugal. 

Mussolini's scheduled dinner in 
‘honor of the fliers was postponed 
until Monday out of respect for En- 
dres and Bittay.

WASHINGTON, May 22.—(/)— 
Determined to complete before June 
10, if possible, -its investigation of 
stock market manipulation, the sen- 
ste banking committee has sent its 
eorps of secret investigators back to 
Wall Street for further sensations. 


William A. Gray, committee coun- 
sel, has given assurance that he will 
have additional cases of stock manip- 
ulation ready for presentation Friday 
or Saturday of this week, and at the 
same time tie up the loose ends of 
some- cases that have already shown 
ee undercover workings of the mar- 

ets. . 

The committee has decided to com- 
plete the inquiry if possible by June 
10, in order to be ready to quit if 
congress does at that time. There is 
a strong possibility, however, that if 
congress meets after the party con- 
ventions the investigation will be con- 
tinued. 

Gray was instructed to complete the 
most important cages he can for pres- 
entation by that time. He said it 
would be impossible to finish some of 
the more important, but that he would 
offer as complete a picture of the mar- 
ket as possible within the time allotted 
to him. 
| The committee counsel would not 
reveal what he intends to present this 
week, 

Gray has already said, however, 
that he is investigating another big 
pool in Radio Corporation of America 
i stock, 

' Two pools in this stock already have 
been described to the committee, one 
of which in 1929 made profits of 
$5,000,000 in seven days for a long 
list of prominent financial figures. 
he pvol on which he is now work- 
ing came after that, Gray said. 

Gray also has told the committee his 
investigators are working on 4 “hear 
pool” operated in Electric Autolite, 
which so far is the only..so-called 
“bear raid” that has been uncovered. 

One loose end to be gathered up 
involves a Goldman-Sachs deal in 
which $23,000,000 was paid for a 
company in which only $1,750,000 had 
been invested, This money was traced 
last week through a number of sub- 
sidiary organizations. Gray said he 
would try to find its final disposition. 

In general, the committee has in- 
structed Gray to follow stocks, rather 
than individuals. But he is making 
a special inquiry into the accounts of 
Mrs. M. J. Meehan, wife of the broker, 
who was the specialist in Radio, 

He has openly charged that this 
account was actually Meehan’s and 
said he could prove that in one deal 
it made about $5,000,000. Meehan, 
himself, is on the way to Kurope un- 
der physicians’ orders, and probably 
will not return until the inquiry is 
over.

PHILADELPHIA, May 22.—It is 
not easy to think clearly in this 
witches’ caldron into which the quest 
of the Lindbergh child and the effort 
to run down his abductors and mur- 
derers have developed. 

Reviewing the whole procedure, 
from the futile attempt of the police 
to follow up the faint and elusive 
clues found at tHe scene of the kid- 
naping, through the fantastic efforts 


of inexpert and overcredulous ama- | 


teurs, down to the faking of evidence 
by greedy and unscrupulous individ- 
uals, it reads far more like a story 
from a madhouse than a transcript 
of life from the world with which 
we are familiar, even from the 
shadowy underworld, of which most 
of us know so little. 

The kidnaping of a baby. is_ itself 
a mad act, rarely if ever committed 
by the gangster or other professional 
crook, and usually the work of some 
psychopathic or insane woman from 
impulses that stir to life deep down 
in the morbid psychology of frustrat- 
ed motherhood. 

Akin to Madness. 

Akin to madness, too, is the emo- 
tional instability of a public which 
drives our state legislatures and even 
congress at’. Washington to enact 
hasty laws prescribing the death pen- 
alty or life imprisonment as the pen- 
alty for the mad act of the kidnaper. 
A distinguished English jurist a gen- 
eration ago said that the crithinal 
law of England was primarly a sys- 
tem of licensed revenge. 

This is as true of the criminal law 
of the United States today, especially 
of the law prescribing the death pen- 
alty for murder, kidnaping or other 
offenses, though that implacable mo- 
tive may be reinforced by a blind and 
unwarranted faith in the deterrent 
effect of drastic punishments. 

The impatience of the public for 
quick results has resulted in much 
criticism of the police management 
of the case, most of it probably un- 
warranted, all of it premature. 

Much of this undoubtedly has been 
due to the overanxiety of the New 
Jersey police to justify themselves by. 
daily or more frequent radio and 
newspaper statements given

‘But we have no facts to justify, | 
any criticism of their detective meth- 
ods except the one distres ng cir.

their main purpose—the restoration 
of the living *child to its mother's 
arms—might have furnished fresh 
clews to the identity of the murderers.

There is no science of detection. It 
is a matter of following hunches, a 
process of trial and error. There are, 
of course, degrees of astuteness, of 
imagination, t even the infallible 
detective of the mystery tales, who 
never fails, often blunders upon the 
predestined solution in the last chap- 
ter. 

It may be assumed that no humane 
man or woman wil! question the right 
of the father to demand a freé hand 
to seek for his child without police 
interference, however this might in- 
terfere with the course of justice, or 
the wisdom and justice of the police 
in reeognizing this right, although its 
exercise might embarrass their ‘task 
of bringing the offenders to justice. 

! Knows No Law. 

The sanctity of the law yields to 
the sanctity of human life, and how- 
ever we may deplore the necessity of 
bargaining with kidnapers, necessity 
knows no law. : 

We do not in fact. know that the 
activities of the police were seriously 
hampered by the freedom which they 
accorded Colonel Lindbergh to carry 
on his ransom negotiations without 
let or hindrance, but this, as events 
have demonstrated, now is immaterial. 

The police could not in any event 
have prevented the tragedy which 
followed so closely on the kidnaping 
and this same ‘ragic event proves 
also that nothing could have been 
gained by keeping the kidnaping a 
secret and dealing directly with the 
writers of thé ransom notes. 

The ransom notes, one and all, | 
were certainly faked attempts to cap- 
italize on a tragedy with which the 
writers had nothing to do. It is im- 
possible to believe that they could 
have been written by the murderers 
of the child after the consummation 
of the foul deed. . 

The police now have a free hand 
to carry on their task, not of vin- 
dicating the madness of a vengeful 
public opinion, but of vindicating the 
justice of a law-abiding community. 
In this effort they will have the sup- 
port of every. good citizen of tie 
wider community of the entire coun- 
ry.

RISH ABOLITION BILL 
DEFENDED BY DEVALERA 


DUBLIN, May 22.—(UP)—The 
Irish Free State, is merely climing 
its right to “equal status” within the 
British empire when it abolishes the 
oath of. allegiance to the crown, 
President Eamon De Valera said to- 
day in defending the abolition bill 
passed through the dail by his regime.

FOR HINES’ POST 


The vacancy on the state supreme 
cgirt caused by the death last week 
of Justice James K. Hines is ex- 
pected to be filled by Governor Rich- 
ard B. Russell Jr. this week. 

Though the governor has given no 
indication ‘of whom he has in mind 
for the post, the names of two mem- 
hers of the court of appeals, Judge 
R. C. Bell and Judge William F. Jen- 
kins, have been’ mentioned prominent- 
ly in connection with the place. 

Whether the governor would follow 


the precedent he established when he 
appointed two temporary officials to 
fill the United States senatorship and 
the post of state attorney-general 
likewise could not be learned. How- 
ever, if either Judge Bell or Jud 
Jenkins is appointed it is almost cer- 
tain that the appointee will make the 
race for a reguiar term in the Sep- 
tember -primary.

Asks Bold Experimentation. 

Governor Roosevelt, far ahead in 
the race for delegates to the demo- 
cratic national convention, and with 
the Chicago meeting scarcely a month 
away, responded in an address at the 
Oglethorpe commencement to the en- 
treaties of certain of his followers 
that he make a “fighting bid” for the 
nomination. 

Roosevelt outlined no spee‘fic plan 
for redistribution of wealth bnt he 
asked for “bold, persistent experi- 
, mentation.” 

“It is common sense to take a meth- 
od and try it,” he said. “If it fails, 
admit it frankly and try another, but 
above all try something.” 

The governor said “We need to pre- 
vent by drastic means, if necessary, 
' the faults in our economic system from 
which we now suffer.” 

“We need the courage of youth,” 
he counselled the young men and 
women of Oglethorpe who were grad- 
uated. Mr. Roosevelt received the 
honorary degreewf doctor of laws from 
the school. Judge Edgar Watkins, 
chairman of the board of trustees, 
conferred it. Barron G. Collier, New 
York advertising executive, 
companied Roosevelt to Atlanta, pre- 
sented the diploma for the degree to 
the governor. 

Roosevelt's warning of a threat of 
revolt against the present social or- 
der came at the close of a speech 
largely devoted to a discussion of the 
cause of the present depression. 

He charged part of the responsi- 
bility for the depression to the Cool- 
idge and Hoover administrations and 
ripped into “Wall Street” as repre- 
sented by investment bankers. 

Influence of Leaders. 

Pointing to the difference in social 
conditions today and in 1628, when 
the graduating class entered the uni- 
versity, the New Yorker said four 
years ago “many of your elders’ dis- 
covered once they accumulated a few 
dollars they needed only to put them 
in the proper place and then sit back 
and read in comfort stock quotations 
and their wealth was mounting mi- 
raculously without any work or ef- 
fort on their part.

“Some of you--I hope not many— 
are wondering today how and where 
you will be able to earn your livings 
a few weeks or a few months hence. 
Much has been written about the 
hope of youth.

I hope 
that you who have spent four years 
in an institution whose fundamental 
purpose, I take it, is to train us to 
pursue truths relentlessly and to look 
at them courageously, will face the 
unfortunate state of the world about 
you with greater clarity of vision 
than many of your elders.

Surplus of Teachers. 


“If you had been intending to en- 
| ter the profession of teaching, you 
would have found that the universi- 
ties, the colleges, the normal schools 
of our country were turning out an- 
nually far more trained teachers than 
the schools of the country could pos- 
sibly use or absorb. You and ] know 
that the number of teachers needed 
in the nation is a relatively stable 
figure, little affected by the depres- 
sion and capable of fairly accurate 
estimate in advance with due consid- 
eration for our increase in popula- 
tion. And yet, we have continued to 
aid teaching courses, to accept every 
!young man or young woman in those 
‘courses without any thought or re- 
gard for the law of supply and de- 
mand, In the state of New York 
alone, for example, there are at least 
7000 qualified teachers who are out 
of work—unable to earn a livelihood 
in their chosen profession just » be- 
cause nobody had thegwit or the 
forethought to tell them in their 
younger days that the profession of 
teaching was gravely over-supplied. 

“Take again, the professicn of the 
law, ©Our co amon sense tells us that 
we hare too many lawyers and that 
i}thousands of them, thoroughly train- 
ied, are either ekeing out a bare ex- 
istence or being compelled to work 
with their hands, or are turning to 
some other business in order to sta 
themselves from becoming objects of 
charity. The arernitite, the bur, 
the courts themsel¥es have done little 
to bring this situation to the knowl- 
‘edge of young men who are consi(l- 
lering entering any ene of our multi- 
tude of law schools. Here again fore- 
‘sight and planning have been notable 
} for their complete absence. 

“In the same wavy we cannot re- 
view carefully the history cf our in- 
dustrial advance without being struck 
with its haphagardnes*, with the gi- 
gantic waste with which it has been 
accomplished—with the superfluous 
duplication of productivé facilities, the 
lcontinual scrapping of still useful 
l'equipment, the tremendous mortality 
‘in industrial and commercial under- 
takings, the thousands of dead-end 
trails into which enterprise has been 
jlured, the profligate waste of natural 
-resources. Much of this waste is the 
inevitable by-product of progress in 
‘a society which values individual en- 
i}denvor and which is susceptible to the 
‘changing tastes and customs of the 
ipeople of which it is composed. But 
much of it, I believe, could have been 
prevented by greater foresight and 
by larger measure of social planning. 

Cortrol of “Special Interests.” 

“Such controlling and directive 
forces as have been developed in re- 
eent years. reside to a dangerous de- 
gree in groups having special] inter- 
ests in our economic order, interests 
which do not coincide with the inter- 
jests of the nation as a whole. 
ilieve that the recent course of our

This time four years ago Alfred E. 
Smith, who was nominated at. Hous- 
ton on the first ballot, had a pledged 
and claimed total of slightly over 600 
when 733 1-2 was the nomination re- 
quirement. 

The 26 promised Roosevelt this 
week by his campaign workers are 
divided as follows: Delaware 6 (Tues- 
lay); Colorado .12, and Utah 8 (Sat- 
urday). 

There is a possibility of an unin- 
structed delegation from the eastern 
state but the Roosevelt leaders are 
confident of overcoming any such con- 
tentions in the west. 

After next week. only 122 demo- 
cratic delegates will remain to be ge- 
lected to make the convention total 
of 1,154. Of these, the Roosevelt ad- 
vocates hope to corral 98, including 
the following: Florida 14; Idaho 8; 
Indiana 30; Mississippi 20, and 
Nofth Carolina 26, with most of the 
opposition coming in Indiana and 
North Carolina.

BULGER DIES 
IN NEW YORK 


NEW YORK, May 22.—()—Boze- 
man Bulger, nationally-famous base- 
ball writer, died suddenly of a heart 
attack at his home in Lynbrook, Long 
Island, today. He was 54 years old. 

Bulger, or “Boze” as he was known 
to the baseball fraternity, had been in 
excellent health. He had played a 
round of golf yesterday and had made 
the last western trip with the New 
York Giants, with whom he had trav- 
eled for many years. He was stricken 
with a heart attack early this morning 
and died soon afterwards. 

“His death is a great personal loss 
to me.” said John Arnold Heydler, 
president of the National league, and 
a close friend of Bulger’s for 30 years. 
“He was one of the finest men of my 
acquaintance, a lovable character if 
there ever was one, full of fun and 
witty. We all are going to miss him 
more than I can say.” 

A native of Alabama, Bulger _be- 
came nationally famous through his 
baseball writings in the New York 
Evening World. When the World 
papers were sold a little more than a 
year ago Bulger joined the staff of 
the Saturday Evening Post, for whom 
he wrote a number of articles, mostly 
on baseball topics. 

One of his closest friends was John 
McGraw, manager of the New York 
Giants, with whom Bulger frequently 
collaborated’ in newspaper and mga- 
zine articles. 

A famous story: teller and after-din- 
ner speaker, Bulger for a number of 
years was toastmaster at the annual 
banquet of the Baseball Writers’ As- 
sociation.

FOR UNEMPLOYED 


NEW YORK, May 22.—(7)—"A 
war on poverty is what the United 
States needs,” said W. E. Woodward 
today. His latest book is called 
“Money for Tomorrow.” 

“We should have all the organiza- 
tion, crusading and planning to stamp 
out poverty that we had to defeat 
any foreign enemy,” continues the man 
who may be remembered longest for 
his “de-bunking” lives of George 
Washington and General Grant. _ 

“I would provide that every man in 
the United States unemployed as long 
as three months could go and borrow 
half as much as he was earning on 
his last job in no case exceeding a 
loan of $50 a month. 

“Half of this loan would never be 
paid back. But it would create buy- 
ing power where it is most needed.” 

Woodward, who was at one time 
on The Atlanta Constitution, learned 
the cotton mill business as a boy in 
North Carolina. He said, “I could 
get $1.25 a day, or $7.50 a week as 
a weaver, tending six looms. Today 
the weaver gets about $15 a week and 
his helper $10, in all, $25 a week, and 
they tend 72 looms. Production has 
one up 12 times and labor costs 
ess than four times. 

“Now that is one thing wrong with 
this country. If labor is not given 
purchasing power equal. to its produc- 
tive ot agi industry runs into a 
blind alley.”

Dealers pointed out that various 
factors were to be considered as af- 
fecting the corporate loans market.
